Hens that are coufined lu Buminor 


Biuet have green food MVB W. G. J. iu 
American Cultivator, 
It is an easy 


matter to pluck a few handfuU of grass 
each morning and give to the poultry. 
But it in essential, and very few liens 
will lay without a green diet in some 
form. 


When a hen goes to setting, then is 


the time to can her put, if she bo a 
poor specimen she will bo a nuisance 
around the nests, and even if broken 
up will be a dead loss for some time, as 
a hen will not ordinarily begin laying 
again for two weeks or more. 


The run of a henhouse should be dug 


up every morning. Each time the yard 
is spaded, sprinkle in a pint or more of 
i a pn: 


oats. Tliis "will keep the hens busy, 
and the grain that escapes biddic will 
sprout in :\ few days and a Hold the 
poultry a dessert of green oats. 


Nests in summer time should ho fill- 


ed with excelsior when easily obtained, 
not because it is cooler t)iau hay or 
grass, but for the reason that lico are 
not so apt to breed in it. Then excel- 
sior is cleaner and remains in position 
better than most materials. It does 
not crowd into the corners unit leave 
the middle of the nest bare. 


Young chicks, of all poultry, cannot 


be neglected. They must liavo lots (if 
care and attention. 
Give the little 


chicks the dainty morsels left from the 
table,plenty of milk and water and fre- 
quent sprinklings of buckwheat. Then 
a warm niifhc retreat, and they will 
grow like weeds. 


Though it. is not advisable to disturb 


a sitting hen unnecessarily, yet it is an 
easy task to tell whether or not the 
eggs are fertile after the eighth day. If 
the germ be alive, the eggs will appear 
opaque or dark, except perhaps a small 
portion towards the top. But if they 
are not impregnated, the light will pass 
through them almost as if newly laid. 


War against lice and other vermin 


should be waged with untiring effort 
in the beiihouse, before the pests really 
have an opportunity to breed. It is an 
easy matter to keep out the mnggut 
when one starts soon enough, but a 
Tery hard task it is to rid a henhouse 
of insects after they have once got a 
hold. Tim best cleansers of a poultry- 
house arc sulphur and kerosene oil,nnd 
a liberal use of them will give the 
fowls clean quarters. 


Nothing more'than general rules can 


be laid down for the feeding of poultry 
iu summer. The quantity of food de- 
pends solely on the breed of hens. The 
heavier fowls, Bramhas, Langshans and 
Plymouth Rocks, should he fed spar- 
ingly on oats,' wheat and screenings, 
with very little meal and corn during 
the hot weather. 
The Leiihorns can 


be fed about every variety of food with 
safety. They are so nervous and wiry 
that it is not an easy matter to get them 
too fat. 


manure In «liberation of carbouite acid 
ga>, which acts upon the soil chemically 
and assists In providing a greater 
amount of plant food by rendering inert 
matter soluble. The value of manure, 
therefore, does not depend solely on 
the amount of material added to tile 
soil, but partly to its chemical elfect. 


Bleep of Children.

food and dross. Wo know how few 
days one can retain his reason or life if 
sleep be utterly prevented. There arc 
fearful old tales of deaths from this 
torture alone. 


Firstly, children, at least a nervous 


child, should sleep alone. Its stronger 
bedfellow draws upon its strength in 
some not yet

oxplai:ued manner, and 


Lightness of Tools. 


In the selection of tools and ma- 


chiiies, lightness is too often overlook- 
ed. 
A proper design, strength and 


good material are essential; but to tho 
proper working of the tool, lightness is 
equally important. 
Aii over-weighty 


implement is a clumsy oiie; hence it 
makes work slower and more labori- 
ous. Economy of energy in the execu- 
tion of work must be aimed at, and it 
cannot he attained with uselessly heavy 
tools. Manufacturers find iron cheap- 
er than wood; hence iron is often used 
when wood would answer tlio purpose 
as well, and be lighter. It would IJG 
better to pay a littlu more for thc im- 
plement, if necessary, and set wood in 
place of iron. Some thoughtlessly pre- 
fer iron to wood because it occupies less 
space, ami its use makes a neater look- 
ing implinient 
Unfortunately they 


please their eyes attho expense nf their 
teams or the amount of work done. 
Iron and steel have their proper places, 
and for various parts in many imple- 
ments are better than wood; but wood 
also has ifs proper place, whore it is 
better than iron or steel, ami should bo 
put in those places.—American Agri- 
culturist.

cold with the same blankets. 


An aged or a weary person also ex- 


liausts the vitality of a child. In most 
elegant homes we see tho double beds 
being replaced by two single ones, 
side liy side. The change has wrought 
incredible marvels in the health and 
temper of children. 


Again, all children and most adults 


should have beds which yield to the 
body. Children are much more likely 
to snrt'er in this regard, their prettiest 
cradles and cribs often having slat or 
stiff wicker bottoms which would make 
even stronger muscles ache. Twice as 
long sleeps would they take, ami wake 
smiling, did we give them the most 
elastic woven spiral wire, with not too 
heavy a bed atop. 
The old-fashioned 


eord-bottumcd bedsteads were poorly 
replaced by any slats or cheap springs; 
or the light sfir-up-ahlo straw beds by 
their modern substitutes of moss, cot- 
ton, excelsior, or, indeed, tied mattress- 
es of any sort except curled hair. The 
English' have followed none, of these 
cheap fashions of misery, and, indeed 
every thifty Knglish, Irish, German or 
Scandinavian girl emigrant used to 
bring her feather bed, knowing that a 
bed must yield to support all parts of 
the body to rest it. 


A hair mattress in two parts, weigh- 


ing a little more than thirty pounds, 
over a feather bed on a woven wire 
mattress is the ideal, bed. The single 
wire mattress costs but three dollars, 
ami with merely a comforter is better 
than the averag'o children's bed. 


A nice cradle or crib bottom can bo 


made of a piece of the woven wire tack- 
ed on, or of elastic webbing tacked 
across at distances of four inches. If 
beds nre not yielding, children will lie 
on their backs, heating them much 
more than is feared in a soft bed, if the 
clothing is fitly loosened and removed, 
as should be even in day naps. 
The 


longer naps aud'tho freedom from tak- 
ing cold through perspired clothing 
when awakened will amply compensate 
in time for the few minutes spent.

Water and Digestion. 


The old medical theory that water 


taken with food ''dilutes the gastric 
jjasi 


juifio and hence its po\vcr to disinteg- 
rate the solid food." is givim; way be- 
fore experiment. It is now denied that 
water retards digestion, and is claimed 
that solid food needs a liquid for aid- 
ing its dissolution, for holding it in 
suspension when dissolved, and for fa- 
cilitating its assimilation when ready 
for absorption by the body. 
It also 


declared that water promotes the accu- 
mulation of flesh through better assim- 
ilation of solid food. 


Conclusion About Potatoes. 


loAftcr many years of practical experi- 
ence Edmund Horsey, a \vdl known 
Massachusetts cultivator, has arrived 
at the following conclusions: 


1. Whole potatoes will produce a crop 


n week or ten days earlier than those 
•which are .divided. 


2. Small, whole potatoes will produce 


results as good, if not better, than 
larger ones. 


8. Tho seed end is the better one to 


plant, because it starts with more vigor 
and produces more and larger potatoes. 


4. A large piece is better, on ordina- 


ry soil, than small pieces or eyes. 


5. Potatoes with sprouts long enough 


to break off in planting are not so good 
as those with eyes . advanced just 
enough to indicate vigor. 


6. Tlie form cannot, as a rule, be 


changed by planting any particular 
form. 


7. Two distinct varieties won't mix 


in the same hill. 


8. The more we investigate the scad 


the less we know about it.

Agricultural Notes and Hints. 


It has been suggested that farm 


horses busold by weight, in addition to 
other qualities, so as to induce farmers 
to raise larger and better horses. 


One who has givnn the method a trial 


says that an excellent mode of ridding 
animals of lice is to dip a curry-comb in 
kerosene frequently while using it on 
tbfe hide. 


If you wish to prevent weeds and 
grass from growing on the walk-wavs 
sprinkle kerosene oil freely, but be care- 
ful not to get it on the plants you wish 
to grow along the borders. 


Coal ashes have been used successful- 


ly around currant and gooseberry bush- 
es to drive away borers. 
A plentiful 


mixture of ashes with sosl has kept the 
radish maggot out of radish beds. 


It is always best to milk rapidly, so 


as to get thc milk out of the stable as 
soon a.s possible, in order to prevent the 
absorption of gases by the milk, as the 
cooler it becomes the more readily the 
milk is affected by odors. 


If, by the ensilage system, a greater 


number of cows can be kept, as com- 
pared with pasturing, tlie farmer will 
not only secure a gain by tlie saving of 
food having a larger area of land to be 
cultivated. 


Whenever it is noticed that the hogs 


eat gravel it is a sign that something 
that they need is lacking. A few pieces 
of coal, or charcoal, will probably be a 
cure, while the food should at the same 
time be varied.

This accpiiosconce of the beaten iu the 
resultsot the war, added to the magna- 
nimity of tho victors in the contest, has 
removed every obstacle to a complete 
restoration of fraternal feeling, and we 
low present the world the spectacle of 
i great nation, with its people united 
n feeling, aspiration and action. 


While congratulating ourselves upon 


such a happy consummation of the 
treat contest in its direct and immedi- 
ate objects, it should be remembered 
hat the conflict of arms was not the 
only one in which North and Soulh 
vere trying conclusions, but also that 
he questions at issue involved two or- 
lers of civilization. To break down the

the grandest productions of antiquity 
Pcrolcs says:—

that grows not old, and a most distin- 
guished sepulchre, not so much ii 
that in which their bodies lie, as thai 
in which their glory—on every occasioi 
of word or deed—shall he left in ever- 
lasting embrace." 


That sentiment which applies cqiin.ll) 


to Athens of old and America of today 
is pleasingly exemplified in the pres 
once with us, upon this memorial occa 
sion, of men whom we have heard and 
read, about with feelings of regard and 
admiration from the time when the 
Duryee Xouavcs marched down Broad- 
way in 1801, en route to the scat of war, 
amid the acclamations of all \ow York, 
'.o their triumphant return and recep- 
tion in 1S03. No history of the Army of 
the Potomac could be written that did 
lot bring prominently forward their 
gallcntry and efflcicntservice on almost 
every 
battle-field between Fortress 


Monroe and Antictam. 
With these 


war-worn veterans and ourselves, there 
s a bond of sympathy, in the regard 
•mcl admiration we alike entertained 
or their loved commander and our 
lonored fellow townsman, General 
iVarreu. His body lies in yonder cem- 
etery, hut, as the ancient orator so 
ruly expressed it, his glory is kept in 
iverla-sting remembrance in the hearts 
f his fellow countrymen.

their achievements occupy the most 
prominent place, our minds naturally 
revert to a consideration of the result's 
of such partriotism, valor and sacrifice. 
Tho direct object of the war was to put 
down rebellion and preserve the Integri- 
ty of the Union, hntas, after the exper- 
ience of more than a year, it was found 
impossible to save the Union without 
destroying slavery, emancipation was 
proclaimed nnd freedom for all became 
another object to be attained.

omit importance with which the so- 
al and political relations in life, so 
ovel to his experience, would, at first, 
ipress his mind and possibly engross 
s attention. The victory, which fol- 


lowed your standard, gave him liberty lit 
once, but the civilization, which Provi- 
dence made it your destiny to bear to 
the former slave, found him hundreds 
of years behind tho white neighbor, and 
it is not to bo expected that its advan- 
tages shall become so soon appreciable 
in comparison with him.

privations of poverty, tlic baneful agi- 
tations of the period of reconstruction 
nncl the many obstacles to a ready 
adaptation to the new environment, 
would all combine to delay tlie full re- 
alization of every patriot's hope, until 
even those whose exploits in arms had 
rendered it possible, should no longer 
be living to appreciate the extent and 
beneficence of the results of the war. At 
last, however, light began to shine out 
of the darkness and theimlicatioiis that 
both Northern arts and arms had pro- 
vailed became significant aud hopeful 


The gospel of labor, eaeli man for 


himself, and not by proxy, which the 
Northern states bad been preachiiigand 
exemplifying from their earliest settle- 
ment, began to commend itself to the 
white man of the south, and, facing the 
lew conditions of life, burying forever 
the false notions with which the curse 
of slavery had enthralled him with fcc- 
':c.rx as strong as those which bound 
lis slave, he began to work with hand 
mil brain, and entered upon a career in 
vhich, even now, his measure of suc- 
:css must certainly be deemed marvel- 
ous. 


An evidence of this success can be 


ieen in the production of cotton, which 
s greater by thirty per cent, than bc- 
ore the war, with a diminished acrc- 
ge cultivated. At that time, only ten 
icr ecut. of the entire product wasrais- 
d by white labor, while, at the pi-ca- 
nt time, it produces over fifty per 
cut. An equal increase in the propiir- 
ion of white labor is observed in rais- 
ng tobacco, the annual production of 
vhich is three tiroes as great as in the

The position of Rhode Island 
should be no uncertain one, for her 
history, her traditions and tho charac- 
ter of her people- alike demand a con- 
stant advance toward a more exaltec 
standard of citizenship that may pre- 
pare us to meet the requirements of 
every emergency. 


Those of you who participated in the 


first battle of Bull liun, remember that, 
on the memorable return to Washing- 
ton, when utter confusion prevailed and 
brigados.regimciits and companion were 
mingled in a heterogeneous crowd.your 
gallant commander, the brave and gen- 
erous liurnside, stationed some of hi 
stall at a cross-road to guide the way. 
These officers, in the darkness which 
surrounded, called out:—"This wav 
Hhode Island," and a loud response 
came from the soldiers of different 
.States and regiments in the rear of tho 
column: '-Where Hbodc Island leads, 
we'll all follow," and so reached Wash- 
ington in safely. 


So may it ever be, that on the road 


leading to a higher plane of virtue, pa- 
triotism and good citizenship, the kind 
Providence, which has so blessed our 
State in the past, may call to us: "This 
way Rhode Island," and we, following 
our high calling, shall bear from our 
sister States the answering cry: "Where 
Rhode Island leads, "we'll nl) follow"; 
and alI from north to south, from cast 
to west, keeping step to the music, of 
the Union, shall join in the grand march 
to national glory and prosperity.
